'87 


From  the  construction  of  a 
new  gymnasium  at  BRHS  to 
arms  reduction  talks,  1987 
was  a  busy  year  in  the  news. 

Locally,  at  BRHS,  renova- 
tion of  the  school  was  finally 
started.  Asbestos  was  re- 
moved, workmen  completed 
the  reconstruction  of  the  roof 
in  late  fall,  and  teachers  were 
given  a  brand-new  lighted 
parking  lot.
